To Fight Japs

Col. Wcnrli'll W. Fertlg, Army 
engineer in the Philippines, is 
credited by Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur with doing a major part 
of the work of unifying several 
American and Flllplno guerrilla 
bands during the last two years 
Into an efficient striking force 
against the Japs. 

Colonel Fertlg of Goldcrr, Colo., 
is a brother-in-law of Mrs. Irma 
Trezise, of Arlington ave. His 
nephews arc nil Torrance rest 
dents, Lt. Robert B. Trezise 
serving with a tow target squad 
ron In Seattle; Harold G.- Trc 
zisc, A. M. M., 2/c, serving In the 
South Pacific and Clifford M 
Trezise, electrician's mate, 2/c 
stationed at Rhode Island. 

Mrs. Trezise reports that his 
family last saw her brother-in- 
law three months before Pearl 
Harbor and the Jap invasion of 
tho Philippines. Fertig, then a 
major, was last mentioned In 
the news at the time Bataan 
fell, In April, 1942. It was be­ 
lieved at that time he had been 
killed or captured.

P. L Houston Is 
Reported as 
Missing in Action

Pfc. Purnell L. Houston, 25631 
Cypress, Lomlta, was reported 
wounded in action during tho 
Luzon battle. He was wounded 
In the shoulder, on Jan. 24, but 
says, In a letter home, that It 
will not keep him down very 
long. Houston writes that after 
having malaria twelve times dur­ 
ing the, three years he has been 
in the service, nothing can keep 
him down long.

MacArthur lifts the veil of sec­ 
recy to reveal that Colonel Fer­ 
tlg had escaped capture, fled 
to Mindanao, and that guerrilla 
units under his command liber­ 
ated the entire provinces of La- 
nao and Misamia Occidental, long 
before the relnvasion of the 
Philippines.

Their small bands have 
distributed American propagan­ 
da right under the noses of high 
Jap officers, and kept up disrup­ 
tive attacks on enemy supply 
lines.

Fortu­ 
nately his men, standing near­ 
by, were able to snuff out the 
flames and rushed him to a hos­ 
pital where it was learned he 
had suffered third degree burns.
